“SPACE NEEDLE 
_THE BIG THING 


By DON INGHAM 


SEATTLE--There is no doubt that the Space Needle 
~af the Seattle World's Fair is going to be the single most 
popular feature of the fair, just like its grandfather, the 
Eiffel Tower, was at Paris in 1889 

. It soars to a gota! height of 606 feet, where a gas 
flame will burn welgune aiflize pilots for a distance of 
60 miles. 

At the 500-foot level is a restaurant, and above that is 
an observation deck, which in fine weather will provide a 
view “almost up to Victoria.” There is a vast area behind 
glass, and in fine weather an open observation deck will 
permit visitors to step outside—if they dare. 

The most breathtaking view of all is that going up and 
doiwn in. the elevator. It has windows, firstcomers are 
asked by spectacular elevator girls to “step to the rear,” 
and the crafty will go aboard last and therefore be against 
the windows. 

The Needle has three elevators, and they dally not. 
When they are running on a schedule for the public they 
should whisk crowds up and down with a minimum of- 
waiting. 

A charge will be made for the ride up. Lunch end 
dinner will be served for an average of. $5 to $7.50, re- 
spectively, with a cocktail, which will not be out of line. 
The restaurant, under the observation deck, will be re- 
volved by sun power at a speed of one revolution per hour. 

For those who like statistics, the Needle’s buried con- 
crete and steel foundation weigh upwards of 5,850 tons, 
and its centre of gravity actually is close to the ground. 
The tower is held down by 72 anchor bolts, each four 
inches in.dlameter and 311%~feetlong. The structure it- 
self weighs a little more than 3,500 tons. 

There are two stairways, each with 832 steps. An 
employee reported it takes about 20 minutes to walk down 
from the top, but he had no figure on the time to walk up!
